POLICE SLAYERS 
MAI BE CAUGHT. | 


Murderers of Devine and Pen- 
nell Thought to Be in 
Custody on West 
Side. 


BOTH MEN ARE WOUNDED. 


Stanley Mager Partly Identified 
and Frank Kroll, Other 
Prisoner, Dying of 

Lockjaw. 


The west side police believe they have cap- 
tured the two men who murdered Policemen 
Timothy T. Devine and Charles F. Pennell 
near Jackson boulevard and Laflin street 
early last Tuesday morning. 

One of the supposed murderers is Frank 
Kroll, who lived at 736 Dickson street. He 
‘les In St. Mary of Nazareth hospital with a 
bullet wound in his left thigh. Lockjaw has 
set in and the surgeons said last night that 
they believed he would die before morning. 
The other is Stanley Mager, who lived at 638 
Holt street. He was arrested on Aug. 13 and 
held at the Rawson street police station. 


He also has a bullet wound in his right 


thigh, the ball having passed entirely 
through it. Mager has been partly {dentified 
by persons who saw the murderers run from 
8 13885 where the two policemen were 
oun 


Police Call Them Desperate Men. 
Both men have records in the criminal 
courts and the reform institutions, and the 
police say they are desperate characters. 
They were often seen together. Inagmuch 


as only one shot was fired by Policemen De- 


vine and Pennell when they were attacked, it 
is believed by Lieut. John O'Hara of the 
West Lake street station that the same bul- 
let which came from Devine’s revolver 
passed through Mager's thigh and struck 
Kroll standing behind him. 

The attention of ‘the police was called to 
Kroll at an early hour yesterday morning, 
when a patrol wagon. was summoned 
Kroll’s brother to take him to the hospital. 
As the brothers parted the policemen heard 
the well one say: 

Keep vour nerve. 
away. ” 

Tells Conflicting Stories. 

Remembering this, they investigated the 
man’s injuries and found that he had been 
shot. Although the bullet was removed 
the surgeons could do nothing to save the 
man’s life because tetanus had set in. He 
was interviewed with great difficulty and 
at first refused to say anything. At length 
he declared that he had held up Frank 
Raswadnoski of 721 Noble street at Noble 
street and Chicago avenue on the night of 
10. He declared that in making his 
escape he had shot himself in the thigh. 
Kroll's revolver, which was found by the 
police, shoots a bullet of smaller size than 
the one taken from his thigh. . This fact 
effectually disproves his statement. Later 
Kroll said he was shot by a policeman while 
at Leavitt street and Clybourn avenue, but 
this the police of the Sheffield avenue sta- 
tion say is not true, for they have no 3 
of any such shooting. 


Mager Dresses Wound Himself. 

Stanley Mager was arrested last Wednes- 
day by Policemen Holmes and Sluperowski 
in the general roundup that followed the 
murder of Devine and Pennell. He was 
locked up at the Rawson street station and 
held pending further investigation. When 
Kroll’s injury was discovered it was recalled 
that the two men frequently had been seen 
together and were believed to have commit- 
ted several robberies in company. He was 
taken to the West Lake street police station 


and there it was found that he was wound- 


ed. He said he had dressed the wound him- 
self, and the condition of the bandages bore 
out the statement. 

Mager insisted that he had been shot dur- 
lg a brawl in West North avenue ten days 
ago. Lieut. O'Hara summoned Dr. William 
J. Ellis, 3 Ashland boulevard, to the sta- 
tion and had the wound examined. The 
physician found that the wound had been 
made not more than five days ago and had 
been made by a large sized bullet. 

„There is no reason why the ball should 
not have had enough force after it passed 
through this man’s flesh to have wounded 
another standing near him.“ said Dr. Ellis. 
„„This wound would not interfere with his 


running if he were trying to escape. I have 


no doubt that the bullet, in going through 
his clothing, might have carried away 
enough dirt and cloth to cause lockjaw or 
blood poisoning in another person wounded 
by it.” 

Resembles Escaping Murderer. 
been fairly well identified by 


Mager 
persons who saw the murderers escape from 
the scene of the shooting on Tuesday morn- 


ing. Irving McLaughlin, bartender in the 
Bon Ton saloon, Randolph street and Ogden 
avenue, saw the two men running across 
Union park in the morning light. He looked 
at Mager and said he much resembled the 
taller of the pair. One of them lagged be- 
hind as they ran and the taller one urged 
him to hurry. They went east in Randolph 
street as far as Ann and that was the last 
he saw of them. 

The identification was still further borne 
out by Benjamin T. Craycroft, who lives at 


Ashland boulevard and Adams street. He 


was awakened by the shots, and, going to the 
window, saw the pair escaping. He believes 
that Mager is the tall man. 


: Gaudy Shirt as a Clew. 

Still further evidence was brought by Sam 
Tony,.who Keeps the saloon at Madison and 
Wood streets. He says Mager and two other 
men entered his place at 1:30 o’clock on the 
morning of the shooting. He thought at first 
that he was about to be held up and looked 
closeiy at his visitors. Mager wore a ‘shirt 
with a particularly loud pattern in red, and 
this attracted the saloonkeeper’s eye. This 
shirt was worn by Mager when he was ar- 


rested, and this convinced Tony of his iden- 


tity. The police say the story told by Tony 
proves that Mager was in the ee of 
the killing early that morning. 


Attack on a Milkman. 

Frederick Closs, 461 West Harrison street, a 
milkman, is the latest witness found by the 
police, and it ls upon his identification of the 
men that they base theif greatest hopes. 
Closs was on his rounds the morning of the 
shooting and passed Adams street and Ogden 
avenue a few minutes before 4a. m. |

BIG FAILURE IN BUTTER. 


_ELGIN CREAMERY COMPANY IN 


Combine Operates 135 Plants in Sev- 
eral States—Business Said to Be 
Profitable, but Too Large for the 
Capital, Which Is $275,000—Many of 
the Creditors Farmers Whe Have 
Bills for Milk Furnished—Concern 
to Continue Under Court’s Direction. 


The Elgin Creamery company, which oper- 
135 creameries throughout Illinois, 
Iowa, and Wisconsin, failed yesterday. The 
creditors are estimated to number nearly 
10,000, over 8,000 being farmers. The Ameri- 
can Trust and Savings bank was appointed 
receiver and its bond fixed at $500,000. 

Just before the United States Distriet court 
closed in the afternoon a petition in bank- 
ruptcy directed against the company was 
filed with the clerk and then taken ‘before 
Referee Sidney C. Eastman, who entered the 
order for the appointment of the receiver. 
The assets of the company are claimed to be 
$800,000, while the liabilities are estimated 
at $350,000. Inability to realize on outstand- 
ing accounts is given * the cause of the 
failure. | 

Targest Concern pe the Field. 

The Elgin Creamery company is the larg- 
est concern of its kind in the United States, 
and was organized by the consolidation of 
scores of independent plants throughout the 
country. Its authorized capital stock is 
$400,000. Of this amount $275,000 is outstand- | 
ing and paid up. In the neighborhood of 
forty creameries originally formed the basis 
for the combination. Others were gradually 
acquired until the concern owned 135 sep- 
arate plants. The headquarters of the con- 
cern are at 154 Lake street. 

The filing of the petition was brought about 
by the merchandise creditors, and was en- 
tirely unexpected, although the concern was 
known to be in a cramped condition financi- 
ally. The American Trust and Savings bank 
is not a creditor of the company. aie 


Statements of the Petition. 


The petition on which the affairs of the 
concern were placed in the charge of the 
trust company was hurriedly prepared and 
recites’ the formal allegations of bankruptey 
sufficient to invoke the powers of the court. 
It was prepared by Gregory, Poppenhusen & 
McNab and William Warfield Wilson. 

It charges that the concern is insolvent 
and that the claims of the creditors enu- 
merated in the petition remain unpaid, al- 
though long due. For the protection of the 
assets af the company and the ultimate pay- 
ment of the creditors the n of the 
receiver is asked. 


Receiver Takes Hold. 

As soon as Referee Kastman had read the 
petition he granted the motion for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver and designated the 
American Trust and Savings bank. The re- 
ceiver took possession of the Chicago offices, 
and agents will be sent at once in a dozen 
different directions to take legal possession 
of the various plants of the company. The 
plaintiff creditors kept their action secret 
as far as possible in order to prevent attach- 
ments on the holdings of the company in 
other states. 

All the courts. throughout the country. be- 
ing closed until tomorrow morning, there is 
little chance that the plans of the receiver to 
are, on of an the 


Gapital 

Chicago capital was largely interested in 
the company. Many of the stockholders, 
however, are farmers, but their individual 
holdings are understood to be small. The 
concern was rated by commercial agencies | 
at from $100,000 to $200,000. 

The company ever since its organization 
has almost controlled the creamery business | 
of the three states in which it operated. 
When it was formed it took over all the best 
independent concerns engaged in the manu- 
facture of butter. Its affairs were generally 
thought to be in a flourishing condition. 

The news of the failure will be a surprise to | 
the thousands of farmers who have been do- 
ing business with it. Many hold yearly con- 
tracts for the sale of their entire output of 
milk to the company. Under those agree- 
ments the product was delivered to the near- 
est credmery each day. 


To Avert Loss to Farmers. 

In order that a heavy financial loss may 

not be caused to the farmers dependent on 
the company for the sale of their milk ar- 
rangements already have been made by the 
receiver to continue the operation of the 
various plants. Notices to that effect will 
be sent out at the same time the agents for 
the receiver take legal possession of the 
creameries. 
Under the receivership all the creditors 
will share alike in the assets of the concern 
when they go into court and prove their 
claims. Attorneys for the creditors would 
not express any opinion on the failure, but 
from other sources it was learned that there 
probably will be sufficient assets to pay all 
claims in full. 


Large Business on Small Capital. 

The company has been doing a businness 
of $3,000,000 a year and this large volume of 
business on a paid up capital of only 5275, 000 
is one of the causes assigned for the failure. 
Officials of the company declare the concern 
has been making money ever since its incor- 
poration. Obediah Sands is president and 
general manager of the company. it was 
through his activity that the concern was 
organized. M. F. Boyle is secretary. 

„The failure of the company is due to a 
lack of capital to carry on the large volume 
of business which we were doing,’’ said Pres- 
ident Sands. The concern has been mak- 
ing money and its business has been exceed- 
ingly good this year. It is our hope to be 
able to reorganize at an early date with a 
much larger capital. The appointment of the 
receiver will protect all creditors, and there 
will de no preferences. There is no chance 
of any of the creditors being forced to take 
a loss as a result of the failure. The various 
plants conducted by the company will con- 
tinue in operation as usual, and the business 
will not be allowed to suffer.’’ oe

CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

LONDON, Aug. 16.—The Boer generals, 
Botha, De Wet, and Delarey, arrived in Lon- 
don this afternoon and were given a hearty 
greeting by thousands of Londoners, who 
packer the streets in the vicinity of Waterloo 
station.

They will visit King Edward at 
Cowes tomorrow. They will go to Holland 
from London, and will subsequently visit 
the United States. 


Net by Lord Kitchener. 


The generals arrived at Southampton at 
9:45. this morning and were enthusiastically 
‘cheered when they landed from the steam- 
ship Saxon. They immediately went on 
board the steamship Nigeria, which had 
deen placed at the disposal of the colonial 
party for the review of the naval parade. 
Lord Kitchener welcomed them and intro- 
duced them to Earl Roberts and Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain. The previous en- 
gagements of the three commanders pre- 


vented them from accepting an invitation to 


-witness the naval review. 


Meet Joseph Chamberlain. 

After the formal introductions Mr. Cham- 
berlain and Lord Roberts introduced them 
to Mrs. Chamberlain and Lady Roberts, with 
whom they chatted for some time. 

The meeting was marked by much cere- 
mony and bowing. The party kept up an 
animated conversation on the upper deck, 
from which reporters and others were rigor- 
ously excluded.

They would at- 
tend the funeral of their compatriot, Gen. 
Lucas Meyer, who died at Brussels Aug. 8, 
if they could make the necessary connec- 
tions. 

It was Gen. Sir Redvers Buller who a week 
ago expressed the chastened reflection that 
the Boers generally did the right thing. To- 
day Gens.

He answered frankly that they had been 
misunderstood for two and a half years, and 
that they could bear being misunderstood a 
little longer. 

It is plain from what their friends say that 
the-motive governing their conduct is an ob- 
vious one. They are here on business, and do 
not regard their mission as a picnic, any 
more than they regarded waging war as such. 

The man who is regarded as the immediate 
cause of their absence is Mr. Fischer, a mem- 
ber of the Boer committee in Holland.

The taxpayers of the state of Illinois pay 
every year over $1,144,000 in salaries to state 
employés. Of this $65,000 is known to be 
collected back by the state administration 
in the form of political assessments. The 
Yates press bureau, in an inspired statement 
issued yesterday, calls them voluntary con- 
tributions,’ but it was proven at the Kanka- 


kee investigation that if these contribu- 


tlons were not made promptly the employé 
quickly lost his job. 

The amount of salary paid thé many em- 
ployés of the state and what theg*turn back 
under the political assessment practice is 
shown in the foregoing table. In it are not 
included the pay rolls of the educational in- 
stitutions of the state, as in them not all 
the employés are assessed.

Paul railway, founder of the 
‘social order of Pythians, and for many years 
president of the board of control, was sus- 
pended today by the Supreme lodge, ths vote 
being 117 to 12. 

The suspension will stand until the charges 
of misusing funds are decided in the lower 
courts of the order. g 

Hinsey's case was remanded to the grand 
tribunal of Illinois with directions to try the 
case upon its merits, and, if found guilty of 
the charges, to expel him. The case now 
rests with that tribunal. 


. Claim Misuse of $618,000. 

Hinsey was president of the board of con- 
trol, and during his term of office it is al- 
leged he fraudulently eonverted to his own 
„use sums aggregating $618,000. There were 
a large number of loans made on fraudulent 
receipts to persons alleged to have been 
partners of Hinsey, it is charged, and when 
these loans were discovered to be worthless. 
the statutes of limitation in the criminal 
courts prevented prosecution. 

The subordinate lodge of which Hinsey was 
a member appointed a trial committee to lis- 
ten to the case, and the result was that he 
was found not guilty. Later the prosecu- 
tion appealed to the grand tribunal of IIII-

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—Minister Pow- 
ell has sent the state department a mail dis- 

patch from Hayti giving a comprehensive 
review of the present disturbed condition of 
the island, with the outlook for the future. 
He calls attention to the fact that the revo- 
lutionary government of Gen. Firmin does 
not assert authority over all of Hayti, but 
calls itself the government of the northeast, 
which is a detached portion of the island. 

This suggests the possibility of a recur- 
rence of the incidents when Hayti and San 
Domingo were separated. These two coun- 
tries were formerly one, but a revolutionary 
movement developed, the revolutionists as- 
arting authority over a portion of the island, 
which thereafter became Hayti. 

In the present case it ie thought that Gen. 
Firmin may intend to set up an independent 
government, not over all Hayti, but over the 
northeast section. 


Venezuelan City Denies Capture,

DETROIT BANK WRECKER FOUND 
GUILTY BY JURY.

Man Whe Looted Institution While He 
~Risked All in Daring Speculation 
| Must Pay the Penalty—Verdict Is 
Reached Quickly—Youth from Farm 
Goes from Poverty to Prominence 
and Is a Respected Citizen When 
the Crash Brings Him Ruin. 


‘Detroit, Mich., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—Frank 
C. Andrews, financier, plunger, and at last 
bank wrecker, was found gyilty today of rob- 
bing the City Savings bank, which closed its 
doors in February, after it had been looted 
of $1,576,000. The jury retired shortly before 
noon and in less than two hours reached a 
verdict. Sentence has not been imposed. 

Frank C. Andrews, a napoleon of finance in 
Detroit, had engineered many daring 
schemes before his arrest Feb. 10 on a charge 
of violating the Michigan banking laws. The, 
violation -consisted of taking from the City 
Savings bank, of which he was vice presi- 
dent, nearly $1,000,000 for which he gave 
absolutely no security. In addition to this 
he caused the bank cashier to certify checks 
to the amount of $662,900. These are held by 
--fiye local concerns, protected in a measure 
by securities deposited by Andrews. 


Empties the Bank of Cash. 

Andrews for four weeks had literally gutted 
the bank day by day of its cash. Whenever 
he needed money he would draw a check for 
‘the amount and have it certified by Cashier 
H. R. Andrews. He would present this cer- 
tified check to the person with whom he was 
doing business and ask him to hold it out for 
‘that day, as the bank was not in funds to meet 
it. Perhaps he would thus hold a check out for 
two or three days, and eventually, when there 


check, he would go in and take it out. 


Successful from the Start. 

Andrews when he came to Detroit at the 
Age of 19 secured employment as a clerk in 
the real estate office of Homer Warren. His 
| shrewdness and foresight in handling the 
| business of his employer became so marked 
that in a few years he was taken into part- 
nership. In 1890 he began a series of opera- 
tions in suburban real estate which netted 
him and his employer large profits and gave 
Andrews the reputation of being one of the 
cleverest handlers of subdivision property in 
Detroit.

Seemed to Be Intoxicated.

Mrs. Kaniff was handled so 
roughly that she screamed with pain while 
being placed on the stretcher. Mrs. Jack- .

Organizing Employes of the 
Larger Wholesale Mercan- 
tile Houses. 


BITTER OPPOSITION MET. 


Teamsters to Decide Today About 
a Strike to Aid the 
Stablemen. 


Trade unions re planning for extensive 
Organization of employés of the large 
wholesale stores. der cover the organ- 
Wers of the Chi Fand American federa- 
tions of labor have formed unions in the 
shipping and packing departments of several 
stores and expect to begin to form the 
clerks into organizations before the close 
of summer. 

The work that has been done has met 
with bitter opposition. Men have been dis- 
charged and some claim to have been 
blacklisted. All these have been put at 
work organizing and now assert that they 
have over 4,000 men and women in their 
unions. These are ready to announce their 

membership whenever asked to do so. 
Such action was seriously considered yes- 
terday at an informal meeting. 


; Many Unions Already Formed. 


The branches of work that are now thor- 
oughly organized are as follows: Trucking, 
marking, shipping, checking, receiving, 
packing and stock keeping. These unions 
have been meeting in secret. They have not 
framed any demands for shorter hours or a 
Woge schedule, but will do so if any more 
of their members are discharged for be- 
longing to the organizations. 

“The wholesale houses now offer one of 
the best fields for organization in the city,” 
said Organizer J. J. Fitzpatrick of the Chi- 
Wago Federation of Labor. Work in them 
has never been attempted before we began 
it last spring. We have had to work quiet- 
ly, but have met w.th good response. The 
pay is small and the chances for advance- 
ment aré slight. The firms make a heavy 
margin of profit on the wage allowance, 
and this we have decided to cut down. 
News of the existence of the unions* came 
to some of the firms a month ago, and they 
have been at work trying to crush them. 

im one of the large wholesale dry goods 
houses all men ‘employed are required to 
sign a pledge, which binds them not to join 
a labor union. In others the employés have 
been questioned by ‘their superintendents 
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among the excursionists. 
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Members of the Chicago Postoffice Clerks’ association and their friends will sail for 
Milwaukee today on the whaleback steamer.Columbus, and unusual preparations have 
been made for the success of this outing.

Want New Arbitration Board. 


Employés of the Chicago City railway 
company have agreed to submit their griev- 
ances to arbitration, but they want the per- 
sonnel of the board changed. There was no 
pronounced opposition to arbitration at the 
regular meeting of the men last night, but 
the present board was roundly scored and 
the men were a unit in objecting to it. 

The troubles that will come up before the 
new board, if the company allows it to be 
‘formed, are the wage schedule of the barn 
and shop men and the discharge of eighteen 
men who claim they were dropped because 
they were leaders in the organization of the 
union. Both grievances General Manager 
McCulloch has agreed to arbitrate, and the 
only bar to a peaceful settlement is the 
formation of the new board. Whether he 
will agree to this or not the men did not ask. 
: The agreement to arbitrate will materially 
strengthen the men in their plea to the Chi- 
cago federation for support in case they 
should calla strike. A large delegation will 
attend the meeting this afternoon of tne 
central body and attempt to get its ap- 
proval of their complaints, During the 
afternoon the executive committee went be- 
fore the executive committee of the federa- 
tion and scured its tacit approval, although 
no formal action was taken.

“The Tribune.“ 


Hand books and poolrooms operated on 
the northwest side of the city take the wages 
from many of the working men living in 
that section of the city, bringing distress 
to the victims’ families. 

Money that should have bought food and 
clothing for dependent ones is wagered an 
the strength of alluring race forms, and 
wives and children are deprived of neces- 
sary comforts, while the gambling house 
proprietors harvest the result of the labor- 
ers’ toil. 

Complaint from a Sufferer., — 

One sufferer has appealed to THE TRIBUNE, 
citing two places where it is said gambling 
is carried on, and asking for an investiga- 
tion. The letter is as follows: , 

{Editor of The Tribune. I—I take the liberty of 
writing to your paper in the interest of many of 
your northwest side readers. I would like to ask 
if you can shut down the poolrooms in Milwaukee 
avenue, and thereby earn the gratitude of many 
wives, mothers, and fathers who every week see 
hard earned wages of the husbands and sons 
snatched away from them by these gamblers. 
One of the places is in a drug store at Milwaukee 
avenue and Paulina street. Another is ina saloon 
at 225 Milwaukee avenue. Hoping you will try

Study the Entry Cards.

Manager Becomes Suspicious.

But wait 
a minute,” and walked back to the table. 

A few seconds later a man with an imita- 
tion panama hat und wearing a huge dia- 
mond came through a side door.

I take bets for a friend of mine at the track, 
but I cannot take this one.“ 


Bet Made in Drug Store. 

The drug store of George Remus, the 
only one at Milwaukee avenue and Paulina 
street, was next visited, and a clerk was 
asked where one could get a bet on Guy H. 

The clerk said he made small bets on 
the races occasionally, but he refused $10 
which was offered on Guy H. He later 
took a, bet, however, and during the early 
evening paid off the wagers he had lost, 
giving the racing card odds to his players.

I go to the 
Union chirch at Worcester because they 
accept me and my theological opinions just 
as they are. At no time have I trimmed my 
creed to suit circumstances. 2

as much money by remaining in Chicago. 
I go to that church because the conditions 
of life and the opportunities for study and 
literary work are such as suit me. That is 
all. I am not in the money making busi- 


“It is not true that there is any trouble 
in the People’s church on account of which 
I leave. The trustees of that church are 
all my personal friends and accepted their 
positions at my personal request. My rela-

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HARNESS HORSE GOSSIP. 


HISTORY THE PACER JOHN No- 
LAN OF MUCH INTEREST. 


Animal Which Was Recently Killed 


„ by Eating Rat Poison One of the 


” 


Most Sensational Trotters of the 
Turf World Two Years Ago—Had a 
‘Race Record of 2:08 and Became 
Notorious Through Winning the 
Transylvania by a Fluke. 


(BY H. Tr. WHITE.) 

When it was announced the other day that 
the trotter John Nolan, 2:08, had ended his 
life dy foolishly eating some rat poison 
that had been left in his stall in John Splan’s 
barn at Cleveland, there came to an end the 
career of a trotter in whose history thereis 
much of interest. 

In his day—and that was only two years 
ago—John Nolan was a sensational trotter, 

d his wonderfully pure gait at the trot, and 

e high rate of speed he could attain in 
going only a short distance, made it look, 
efter he had taken a race record of 2:08, as 
though he had a chance to join the select 
Rist of trotters that have gone in 2:06 or 
Detter. At that time he had twice beem sold 
for big money, the consideration in the last 
instance being $10,000, and there were other 
tn eonnection with his turf history 
that had attracted to him the attention of 
the entire turf world. 

One thing that, for the time being, made 
Nolan notorious was his race for the Transyl- 
vania, one of the big events annually decided 
at the Lexington meeting. Nolan was fa- 
vorite for this race, but in one of the heats 
he broke and ran more than a quarter of a 
mile. Instead of distancing him, as they 


- should have done under the rules, the Lex- 


» ington judges placed Nolan where he finished 


on in his handling of them; 


in that heat, after which he went on and 
won the big stake. 


John Nolan Owned by Hubinger. 

When this historic Transylvania was trot- 
ted Nolan was the property of Nick Hubin- 
ger, one of the heaviest bettors on the har- 
hese turf, and as O. W. Foote, the Texas 
reinsman, drove Nolan in the race, had in- 
Guced Hubinger to buy the horse the pre- 
Mous season, and later on made a sale of 
bim for.$10,000, I hunted up Foote and asked 
him what sort of a horse Nolan was. 

“Mr, Hubinger bought the horse at St. 
Joseph, Mo., said Mr. Foote, along back 
in 1898. At that time Nolan was in Dick 
Benson's stable and had won a couple of 
races for the Kansas City horseman, in one 
of which de had taken a record of 2:14% I 
liked the horse the first time I saw him, 
and it was on my recommendation that Mr. 
Hiubinger paid $3,500 for him. We raced 
him that season, wintered him in Texas, and 
the following year won the Transylvania 
and some other good races. 

don't think I ever saw Nolan better 
than he was in the summer of 1900, just after 
ihe had been sold to Mr. O. G. Kent of Cleve- 
Jand. He had won a race for me at Detroit 
with ease, beating 2:10 in each of the heats 
trotted, and having behind him such good 
ones as Tommy Britton, Kingmond, and 
_ Equity, which showed that Nolan was good. 
We were in’ at Cleveland the following week 
@gainst Cresceus. We didn’t beat the stal- 
lion, but Nolan made him go the second heat 
in 2:06%, and when it is considered that by 
reason of a break in the opening heat my 
horee was obliged to score on the extreme 
outside of.the track and went an unusually 
long mile, the merit of his performance will 
be appreciated. © 


Broke Down at Hartford. 

“You will recall that a few weeks later, 
Guring a race at Hartford, Nolan broke 
dcwn so completely, ‘through stepping into 
@ soft place, that it was feared he woud 
never race again. He was in slings for a 
mumber of weeks, and that accident ended 
hia turf career, for, although he got well 
eno to go miles a shade better than 2:20 
fh 1, he wo¥ld never have done to race. 

Nolan was not a horse of any marked 
pecuilarities—just a plain, ordinary trotter. 
There were some things about shoeing and 
sing him that I had to experiment on a 
littie before the best results were reached, 
but 1 cannot say that he was in any way 
much of a problem. There is one point, 
however, that I would hike to have you make 
Plain, and that is that Dick Benson ‘gave 
the horse his education as à trotter. In 
fact, I understand that when Benson got 
Nolan he was a pacer.” 

Knowing that Nalan was owned on the 
Marcus Daly farm during the time E. A. 
Sipton was connected with that establish- 
ment, I hunted up that gentleman. 


Originally Came from Daly Farm. 

Tes,“ said Mr. Tipton, “I sold Nolan 
from the Daly farm. It was in 1896. and 
Along with him went Searchlight, that after- 
Wards became famous as a pacer, and Jour- 
ne man, a third pacer, son of Prodigal. I 
believe Journeyman afterwards took a rec- 
ord of 2:11%. We all know that Searchlight's , 


mark is 2:08%, and that Nolan raced to a 


mark of 2:08 trotting, so that you may well 
Bay it was a pretty slick trio of young side- 
wheelers that I sold that season. The man 
“Who bought them was D. G. Bricker. He 
was considerable of a plunger in the betting 
ring, and wanted some pacing speed of his 
Own that he could do business with. Nolan 
Was a pacer in those days, the same as the 
other two, and he had been a mile as a2 year 
ola better than 2:20 on the pace. He w 
Originally called Free Liver, and in ad 
tion to being well bred on the sire’s side 
he had an awfully good dam. She was Fan- 
tasia, a trotter that at the time Nolan was 


* foaled had a record of about 2:23, but after 


that, quite a while, she was sold from the 
Daly ranch, and her new owners gave the 
old mare a mark of 2:17% at Butte in 1897, 
by which time her son was known to be good 
for a mile in 2:10. and had acquired a race 
recerd not much slower. ' 


Bricker Sells Horse to Benson. - 

“Well, Bricker got into some difficulty 
that sent him to south Africa, and the horses 
got into the hands of a man named Leonard. 
They had been out on the Montana circuit, 
and one of them, Searchlight, was the best 
8 year old pacer anybody ever saw. In the 
settling up of Bricker’s affairs he was sold 
to Crellin and Tom Keating, while Dick 
Benson got the Nolan horse to train and 
made a good trotter of him. But perhaps 
I would better put that a little differently. 
I have been told that Nolan took a notion 
to trot one day and shifted over from a pace 
without any of the changes in shoeing that 
are ordinarily no small part of the job of 
converting a pacer to the trot.’’ 

Now that the blind stallion Rythmic has 
won all of the four races in which he has 
started, thereby placing himself in a unique 
position among green trotters, he is even 
more A a study than when it was first an- 
mounced. that he was capable of beating 
2:10 and would be engaged wherever it was 

possible to put him this season, ere 

f the company. 


Hudson Races Under New Theory. 


In some respects the stallion outclasses 
the green trotters of other years that 
have begun by winning the M. and NM. 
stake at Detroit, inasmuch as he has been 
faced on an entirely new. theory, which is 
as follows: After the Detroit meeting Scott 
Hudson announced that, no matter what 
inducements were offered, Rythmic would 
pot be entered in any race where the purse | 
was less than $5,000. This determination, he 
ald, was arrived at after.a good deal of 
thought, and it was accompanied by the 
Statement that he (Hudson) would, for the 
present season at least, decline to drive a 
hoppied pacer. He had one in his Stable, 
Dut badded him over at Cleveland to an 
Assistant when the race was called. 

Hudson stated that he had a valuable 
stable of horses in his charge; that Rythmic, 
AuGubon Boy, and three other members of 
the lot had shown themselves capable of 
jwinning in grand circuit company; that he 
was making a lot of money and some reputa- 
and that for 
these reasons it would be foolish for him to 
fake chancee Of being injured by getting up 
behing any horse that wore the straps, no 
matter how much speed the animal pos- 
sessed. 


Bythmic the Star of String.

When 
Zephyr was drawn from the $10,000 stake 
at Detroit, leaving Rythmic only a moderate 
field to beat, there was still a doubt in the 
minds of a good many horsemen as to the 
exact quality of Rythmic. They admitted 
that he was a good looker, a well bred horse; 
that he could step fast, but they added that 
‘at Detroit he outclassed his field to such an 
extent that at no time was it necessary to 
string him out in order to win; also that the 
field was small, and that in the first heat 
Hudson took a side course for the mile, trail- 
ing the others until the backstretch was 
‘reached, where there was plenty of room to 
go around. 

At Columbus much the same conditions 
existed, and at Buffalo there was a hard race 
only in part of one heat, when the Canadian 
gelding, Johnny, went half. a mile alongside 
of Rythmic, but he had no chance when it 
came to a drive for the heat. It was ex- 
pected that with fifteen starters at Brighton 
Beach an opportunity would be afforded to 
see just what Rythmic could and would do 
when a lot of horses got in front of him, but 
again there was disappointment. Hudson 
was lucky enough to draw third position for 
the first heat, and as Rythmic is a fast 
scorer there was never a time when the 
others were able to get ahead of him during 
the mile. He won in 2:00. had the pole for 
the next heat, and again, owing to his speed 
and good behaivior, it was a case of the blind 
horse in front all the time. 


Blind Racer Whipped at Finis a 


In ͤ the third heat there was nothing of note 
until right at the ‘finish, Rythmic led ail 
the way, and when he was within 100 feet 
of the wire and no horse within a couple of 


lengths of him, Hudson suddenly began 


using his whip with vigor. From the grand- 
stand it looked as if the lash fell on the 
horse; but critics who saw the stallion after 
the heat declared that he was not marked, 
and it was generally conceded that Hudson 
had whipped the shafts of the sulky, and not 
the horse. Still, the way the heat was trotted 
made it look as if Rythmic had stopped a lit- 
tle. He went in the lead to the half mile 
pole in 1:04, and it took him 1:08 to come 
home. That he was slowing up in the last 
quarter is not denied, but that he was going 
all he could was not by any means clear, 
since all the time he was from one to three 
lengths in advance of all the other horses. 

The question, therefore, of just how 
good Rythmic is, must still be answered. If 
the third heat at Brighton was a true test 
of his ability, a third heat in 2:11 will beat 
him if he has been made to go the other two 
miles .better than 2:10. But if Hudson’s 
whipping was merely a bluff, then it is possi- 
bie that Rythmic can step three around 2:08, 
and that he will be among the really first 
class trotters of the qountry before the sea- 
son closes. 


Champion Pacers as Sires. 


When a trotting or pacing stallion be- 
comes the champion of his sex, spegulation 
at once ensues as to whether or not he will 
sire speed of anything like the quality he 
himself possesses. As a rule the result is 
disappointing, and this is especially true in 
the case of the pacer Star Pointer, who re- 
duced the record at his way of going to 
1:59%, a rate of speed that has not been 
approached by: any other pacer, the best 
performances by stallions of that way of 
going being the 2:00% of John R. Gentry and 
the 2:00% of Dan Patch. When Star Pointer 
placed himself at the head of the pacing 
class, and shortly after was relegated to the 
stud on a farm where the brood mares were 
of good class, it was thought that he would 
not only get a lot of speed at the pace, but 
also that his sons and daughters would show 
gameness as well as ability to go fast. 

Such, however, has not been the case. A 
couple of seasons ago a son of Star Pointer 
made a record of about 2:08, and had speed 
| enough to go in 2:05 had his disposition been 
of the right sort, but he was essentially a 
bad tempered horse, and retired from the 
turf without having won a creditable race. 


Joe Pointer a Failure. 


Nothing further was heard of the Star 
Pointers until this season, when a stallion 
called Joe Pointer won a number of races 
and looked like a good pacer. He was in 
the hands of Dave McClary, who drove Star 
Pointer to his mark, and as long as the clip 
remained around 2:12 Joe Pointer acted like 
a real race nag. A short time ago, how- 
ever, it chanced that he was pitted against 
Sphinx S., a pacer that is not of high class, 
but that will fight out a heat fairly well, and 
it was soon denionstrated that Joe Pointer 
was far from being a racehorse pacer. In 
fact, he acted 80 little like one when asked 
to go up to his speed that even his best 
friends abandoned the idea of his having 
eny class. He is not a racy looking beast 
at the best, but that could have been for- 
given him had he raeed well, as could also 
the fact that it is necessary to chain him 
when there is another horse alongside, but 
when it came to a drive Joe Pointer laid 
down about as hard as a horse well could. 
and the advocates of the Star Pointer blood 
had to admit that their house was ‘Dullded 
on sand. 


Another Son Starts at Brighton. 


Last Monday at the Brighton Beach meet- 
ing another son of Star Pointer started in 
a race. He is called Schley Pointer, and in 
the matter of looks outclasses any other 
member of his family. He has been well 
trained ali the season by Vance Nuckols, 
who thought him the real thing in the race- 
horse line, and after a good deal of finessing 
it was decided to cut him loose at Brighton. 
This was done in one of the heats of his 
race, a so-called “ novelty ”’ affair, in which 
a horse went to the barn as soon as he had 
won a heat. It was the last heat of the 
race, and there was no serious opposition 
to Schley Pointer. He got away well and 
was finishing in the lead, apparently in hand, 
when Prince Direct came alongside. The 
minute this was done Schley Pointer made a 
break for which there was not the slight- 
est excuse, and was beaten in 2:12. 
Thus far Joe Patchen is the only one of 
the sensationally fast pacing stallions that 
has sired a real good one, his representative 
being Dan Patch. John R. Gentry, when 
| his opportunities are considered, has done 
nothing worth mentioning, and Star Pointer 
is a flat failure. One reason for the non- 
success of the last named horse may be the 
fact that he is not strongly bred. The trot- 
ting bred pacers are the ones that win the 
most races, and it is natural that they should 
also sire the most speed.

East Warranted in Trump Lead. 

With two honors in each suit east is war- 
ranted in the trump lead at trick two. At 
trick three, however, oceurs the finest play 
in the hand, which was missed by eleven. of 
the twelve players who had the opportunity, 
some of whom are experts. 

This is the play of the ace of clubs at trick 
three, the reasons fer which are as follows: 
North cannot have both the queen and jack 
of diamonds, or he wou!d continue that suit. 
and his original opening was therefore fro 
a weak four card suit. It is almost certa 
that his club holding, the secondary ps st 
is even weaker than the diamonds, and the 
king of clubs can be certainly marked with 
south or west. West has already evidently 
taken a successful finesse in trumps, and 
east is anxious to give him another as soon 
as possible, after which he will be in posi- 
tion to play for the club or spade suit, which- 
ever is the stronger holding with west; or 
for the diamond suit in case west should 
hold two above his original eight. It is w 
to state here that the trump lead in the first 
place was not the result of east jumping ata 
trump call on account of the diamond eight. 
This is a most pernicious habit with es 
ners. 

West Helps East in Discard. - rf 

At trick 5 west first makes his queen 61 
diamonds in order to help east in the dis- 
card, which he must make on the next 
round of trumps. East can, of course, read 
this absolutely as the last diamond held by 
west. 

The only other play of note in the hand is 
that of west at trick 8 in going up with 
the king of spades second in hand. This is 
not so much an effort to win the trick as 
to avoid winning the second trick, thereby 
blocking the suit for east and being obliged.

: men and the nefarious ac- 
tivity of the French poacher, as well as to 
the too early opening of the shooting sea- 
son—which.-begins as early as August in 
some districts—which interrupts the breed- 
ing and often sacrifices the young hare 
with its mother. Later shooting seasons 
have for years been urged, but the govern- 
ment has paid little attention to the warn- 
ings until now, when it is seen active meas- 
ures are necessary. 

It is generally admitted that one reason 
for the lack of game this year is the aston- 


‘ishing liberty allowed poachers preceding 


the elections, when all parties concerned 
wanted the support of the poachers, who 
form a large part of the population in evey 
province. For more than a year practically 
no measures have been taken against these 
destroyers.

towns live by it. Indeed, in Normandy 
there are villages where all the male mem- 
bers of the community, from the mayor 
down, are poachers.

No new singer im recent years has created 
on’ his first appearance the sensation Enrico 
Caruso did this summer at the opera in 
Covent garden, London. He won press and 
public the first night he sang, and subse- 
quent appearances during the opera season 
but served to confirm the belief that in him 
the world has an Italian tenor whose equal 
in beauty of ‘voice and ability to sing it has 
not known since the golden voiced Campanini 
passed into the silence. 

Caruso became the star of the London 
season, and his every appearance won him 
new admirers and fresh laurels. He sings 
the Italian repertory and chiefly the lighter 
tenor roles, but undertakes also certain 
dramatic parts, such as Rhadames in 
Aida,“ Faust, and Don José. His first 

pearance in this country, it is under- 
stood, will be as Rodolfo in Puccini’s “ La 


Boheme,“ the opening week of the season, 


the night that Mme. Sembrich assumes the 


role of Mimi for the first time. His reper- 
tory here will include in addition to the 
roles named, Alfredo in La Traviata,“ the 
duke in Rigoletto,” Edgardo in Lucia,” 
Don Ottavio in Don Giovanni,“ Tamino in 
II Flauto Magico,”’ and other of the lighter 
Italian opera tenor parts.

In- 
deed, the relation between the vatican and 
the quirinal have become more strained than 
ever before since the accession to the throne 
of the present king, and there is much more 
bitterness manifested in papal circles to- 
wards him today than there ever was to- 
wards either of his predecessors. —

From a physical point of view King Victor 
Emmanuel furnishes a striking illustration 
of the disadvantages of unions between firs? 
2ousins and of the deleterious effects of con- 
sanguineous marriages. For he is less than 
five feet in height, and, although Emperor 
Nicholas of Russia is a decidedly short man, 


at St. Petersburg, he towered head and 
shoulders above the latter, greatly to his own 
satisfaction. Victor Emmanuel is keenly 
sensitive about his size and also about other 
physical peculiarities, which he ascribes to 
the fact of his father and mother having 
been first cousins, and for a long time hesi- 
tated about marrying, heing convinced in 
his own mind that it would be impossible for 
him to ever become the father of healthy 
children. Indeed, it was on the strength 
of his openly avowed determination never to 
wed that the exceedingly ambitious Princess 
Helene of Orleans became the wife of the 
duke of Aosta, who, failing male issue of the 
king, is next heir to the throne of Italy. 
When the king married, the duchess of Aos- 
_ta did not hesitate to conceal her disappoint- 
ment, and, later on, when the present queen 
of Italy gave birth to a healthy and sturdy 
little baby girl, she gave such public ex- 
pression to her resentment that an open 
break almost ensued between herself and 
the king and queen. F 

It is only fair to add that while physically 
Victor Emmanuel shows the unfortunate re- 
sults of too close blood relationship between 
his parents, he gives no signs whatsoever of 
moral degeneracy. Indeed, there is no sov- 
ereign in Europe who stands intellectually 
and morally on a loftier plane, or who has 
given more abundant evidence of strength of 
mind and character. 

His parents, as I have stated above, were 
first cousins, Queen Marguerite being the 
daughter of that duke of Genoa who was the 
younger brother of King Humbert’s father. 
Old King Victor Emmanuel himself likewise 
married his first cousin, with the result that 
his third son, Prince Otho of Savoy, who 
bor. the title of duke of Montferrat, was not 
only a hunchback but otherwise. so terribly 
misshapen from his birth that his death at 
the age of 20 was nothing more nor less 
than a happy relief. 

Another marriage of a consanguineous 
character in the reigning house of Italy is 
that of King Humbert’s second brother, the 
late Duke Amadeus of Aosta, who reigned 
for a time as king of Spain, and who, after 
duly obtaining a dispensation from the vati- 
can, married his niece; that is to say, Prin- 
cess Letitia Bonaparte, only daughter of his 
sister, Princess Clothilde Bonaparte. There 
was a son born to this union, who bears 
the name of Humbert, and the title of Count 
Sslemi. But, although he is 13 or 14 years 
ef age, nobady at court has ever set eyes 
on him. None of his pictures has ever been 
put on sale like .thgse of the other members 
of the reigning family, and it is currently 
reportéd that he is either mentally afflicted 
or else misshapen, or perhaps both, 
that it is owing to this that the people of 
Italy are kept in such profound ignorance 
with regard to his appearance and even 
existence. 

— 

The impression that the notification issued 

last week by the vatican about consangui- 
neous marriages is aimed at King Victor 
Emmanuel is strengthened by the fact that 
no other reigning family has so often 
sought and obtained papal dispensations 
for unions of this kind asthe house of Savoy. 
There are no cases now in existence of mar- 
riages between first cousins or between 
uncle and niece in the réigning families of 
Austria, Saxony, Bavaria, Portugal, and 
Belgium, all of them Roman Catholic dyn- 
asties, while the instances among them of 
marriages between second cousins, which 
are regarded by the church of Rome as con- 
sanguineous, are comparatively rare. 
In Spain the most notable case of a union 
between first cousins is that of the Infanta 
Eulalle and of Don Antonio, both of whom 
visited this country at the time of the 
world’s fair at Chicago. Eulalie is the 
daughter of Queen Isabelia, while Don An- 
tonio is the son of the latter's sister, the 
late Duchess of Montpensier. This mar- 
riage, however, turned out most unhappily, 
and the ill matched couple are now judicially 
separated. - 

The late King Alfonso, too, married as 
his first wife his first cousin, the Princess 
Mercedes, daughter of the late Duchess of 
Montpensier. But she died after only a few 
months of marriage. Old Queen Isabella 
herself married her second cousin, and had, 
therefore, to obtain a dispensation from 
Rome before she could wed. | 

The late count of Paris, who served as 
A. D. C. on the staff of Gen. McClellan dur- 


cousin, who still survives him, and it is 
probably owing to this consanguinity of his 
parents that the duke of Orleans, the pres- 
ent French pretender, gives such pronounced 
evidence of moral degeneracy and hus proved 
such a source of bitter disappointment to 
the monarchical party in France, besides 
conducting himself in such a manner as to 
subject himself at the present moment to 
ostracism by nearly every court in Europe. 

The French royal duke and duchess of 
Chartres are likewise first cousins, thanks 
to which they had so much trouble with 
their eldest son, the late Prince Henry of 
Orleans. who was as long as he lived the 
black sheep of the Orleans family. The 
French duke of Vendome is married to his 
third cousin, Princess Henrietta of Bel- 
gium, and his union can therefore not be 
looked upon as coming within the class of 


for corisanguineous marriages. 


— 

Of course the announcement of the vati- 
ean that ft will t no more dispensations 
for consanguintous unions applies only to 
Roman Catholic royal houses. But it must 
likewise be regarded as a condemnation of 
matrimonial alliances of an analogous char- 
acter among the Protestant sovereign fami- 
lies. Among the latter they are quite numer- 
ous. Thus the present grand dukeand grand 
duchess of Hesse, who were divorced a few 
months ago, are first cousins. So, too, are 
Prince and Princess Henry of Prussia, whose 
children, though clever, comely, and in every 
way charming, are exceedingly delicate by 
reason of the blood relationship of their par- 
ents. The present prince and princess of 
Wales are second cousins, as were also the 
late Queen Victoria and her husband, Prince 
Albert of Coburg, while the youngest daugh- 
ter of King Edward of England is married 
to her first cousin, Prince Charles of Den- 
mark, their union remaining childless. 

Another case of marriage between second 
cousins is that of old King Christian of Den- 


. mark and his consort, the late Queen Louise,

Half of it has no roasting ears, 
and yet the stalks are higher than I have seen 
them before, but slim, and, although setting 
two ears on each stalk, they are nothing but 
husk and cob and will never amount to any- 
thing. Corn must have warm weather—in 
the 80’s—until October, without frost, to make 
marketable corn. The summer has been too 
cold—July was the only month that gave 
corn any chance. June was altogetHer too 
cold, and now August has not been any bet- 
ter so far.“

Sale of the Richelieu Fee. 


An interesting transaction of the week 
was the purchase by Karpen Bros. from 
Mrs. Sarah A. Perkins and the trustees of 
the John D. Jennings estate of the fee of the 
property at 187-188 Michigan avenue, form- 
erly the site of the old Richelieu hotel.

South Chicago Titles. 


Joseph O. Morris seems to have been 
placed in a wrong light in certain details of 
the recently published story concerning the 
clouding of titles in South Chicago, accord- 
ing to this story of his tonnection with the 
matter. He states that only two houses 
upon lots where he had given warranty 
deeds were covered by the foreclosure pro- 
ceedings and the subsequent master’s deed. 
The owners of these two houses made settle- 
ments with the Merrick interests, and Mr 
Morris states that he has reimbursed t 
owners, although it was a question whether 
he was legally under any obligation to do so. 
He says: 

In 1890 myself and associates purchased 
about 200 lots between Eighty-third and 
Eighty-seventh streets at South Chicago. 
For these lots we paid part cash and gave 
back mortgages to the Merrick interests for 
about $42,000. The property had been sub- 
divided before we purchased it. The lots 
were in part gradually sold and the mort- 
gages released on the lots sold until there 
remained about sixty lots. 

Later one of my associates withdrew, and 
a large portion of the lots, contracts, and 
notes receivable were turned over to him as 
his share. He assumed and agreed to pay 
about $10,000 of the indebtedness due to the 
Merricks, but although he collected all the 
contracts and bills receiyable he failed to 
pay any of the indebtedness due to the Mer- 
ricks. 

J then voluntapily,” though not legally 
liable, proceeded to protect ail who had paid 
their money to this man. I have now pro- 
tected all where warranty deeds were given 
and houses built. The property covered by 
the master’s deed was largely my own, and 
therefore my own loss. I think that under 
the circumstances instead of being criticised 
I should receive some degree of praise.’’

While the families of none of these missing 
girls or women have anything conclusive in 
the way of evidence disclosing their present 
whereabouts, it is supposed that all, or at 
least a majority, of them are either in or 
near Chicago as this time.

and did not return. Mrs. Blahobee works 


. every day scrubbing the floors of a downtown 


office building, always with the thought that 
some day the daughter will return and aid 
her in her support. 

This is the second time she has left her 
home without telling her mother or leaving 
any message to inform her that she did not 
intend to return. Last October she departed 
suddenly, and was not found for several 
days. Then a neighbor happened to see her 
with another girl at a south side hotel, in 
which the friend was stopping. When she 
returned home her mother was advised to 
send her to the House of the Good Shepherd, 


but the girl pleaded so hard to be kept at 


home that Mrs. Blahobee relented. She be- 
lieved her daughter would keep her promise 
a living.

I tried to make her happy at home,“ said 
the mother, and bought her as fine clothes 
as I could afford. I wanted to send her to 
school, but it is so hard to bear the expense 


of Hving without trying to save enough to 


give a child luxuries. She is almost grown 
now, and could be of great assistance to me 
if she would tome home and try.“

Childish Love "A ffair. 


Supposedly it was a childish love affair 
that took little Fannie Cunningham away 
from her home at 5110 La Salle street.

Aggressive Opposition. 


Thus far in its checkered, meteoric career 
the automobile has met with aggressive and . 
drastic opposition more pronounced than 

„ever was flaunted in the face of a popular 


‘ sport in America. Physical violence even 


has been resorted to in various parts of the 
country to restrain reckless drivers of man 
hunting devil wagons,“ and the most re- 
markable feature of the uprising is that in 
a majority of instances it has met with the 
sanction of legal authorities. In different 
localities various means have been resorted 
to in order to check the gpeed of unheeding 
chauffeurs, and some of them have all the 
earmarks of a popular crusade against an 
unpopular custom. Chicago has been a bit 
backward in this respect, but in adjoining 
suburbs willful automobilists have been 
taken in hand and dealt with rather zum 
martly, except as regards the matter of 
fines, which in most instances have been so 
ridiculously low as.to go no farther than to 
add additional excitement to the sport. 
However, on the famous Merrick road on 
Leng island more threatening tactics are 
pursued. A wealthy citizen of Freeport holds 
the road every Sunday with a double barreled 
shotgun, and stops every automobile that 
appears to be running at anything faster 
than the legal speed authorized in the town- 
ship. He has threatened to fire at any auto- 
mobilist who disregards his warning to stop, 
and the general belief is that he would. He 
has not been interfered with by officials. The 
favorite speeding section of the Merrick road 
runs through Freeport, and scorchers 
used to tear through the town without regard 
for the lives or safety ot᷑ its inhabitants. The 
authorities finally took the matter in hand, 
and stationed men at certain measured dis- 
tances apart. A signal and timing system is 
maintained, and if an autémobilist is caught 
violating the speed ordinances a heavy fur- 
niture wagon is planted squarely across the 
road, and the machine is either stopped by 
its operator or dashes itself to pieces against 
the huge wagon. Many capitalists have been 
bagged.in this way, and it is not long since 
Lillian Russell found herself a captive. Auto- 
mobilists have been taught to entertain a 
wholesome respect for Freeport, and now as 
a rule they craw! through the town at speeds 
varying from one to four miles an hour.

Danger signals, 
red flags by day and lanterns by night, were 
posted a mile beyond the barrier in either 
direction to warn drivers, and if they failed 
to obey the silent injunction the barrier was 
dropped. More than one valuable machine 
has. been wrecked beyond repair by hurling 
itself against the substantial barrier. After 
a few experiences of this kind drivers de- 
cided to go through the town at the speed 
allowed by law. 

In the interior of New York state agri- 
culturists, who have acquired a manifest 
hatred for the wheezing, chugging “ devil 
wagon,“ set stone wagons across the road 


whenever they receive notice that one of 


“them automobiles is tearing up the dust 
at an illegal rate of speed. Bed 
In New York so many different acts have 
been passed bearing upon the automobile 
that the authorities have hard work keeping 
account of them. Section 531 of the laws of 
1901 provides that all automobile owners in 
the state must file ‘a certificate with the 
gpecretary of state and must carry a horn or 
a bell. Section 169 provides that automobile 
operators must slacken their speed when 
meeting or passing horses and must come te 
a stop at once if the horse appears at all 
restive and the driver signals them to stop. 
This section provides also for civil action for 
damages where the law is not obeyed. Sec- 
tion 666 provides that the speed in cities and 
towns shall be eight miles an hour, and on 
bridges four miles an hour; on the country 
roads twenty miles an hour is allowed. The 


penalty for the first infraction of this law 


is a fine not to exeeed $50, and further dis- 
obedience is punishable by a fine not to ex- 
ceed $200, or six months’ imp t, or 
both. 

Rhode Island has adopted a law fixing the 
speed of self-propelling vehicles to fifteen 
miles an hour outside cities and towns; 


twelve miles an hour in the less populous 


towns, and eight miles an hour in the larger 
cities. 3 
Massachusetts, like Rhode Island, has 
passed an act limiting the speed it country 
districts to fifteen miles an hour and in cities 
and fire limits to ten milesanhour. This act 
provides, likewise, that in meeting a vehicie 
drawn by horses, where the horse is timid or 


restive, the automobile must proceed slowly . 


or stop entirely, according to the action of 
the horse. A reduction of speed is also re- 
quired at the intersection of all highways 
and streets in the state. 6 

New Jersey has a law limiting the speed 
to eight miles an hour in cities and ten miles 
an hour in the country. Long Branch, N. J., 
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; 
has adopted an ordinance limiting the 
to six miles an hour and imposing a penalty 
of a fine of §30, or thirty days in prison, for 
each offense. The councilmen of Toledo, 
O., have passed an ordinance fixing the limit 
of speed at twelve miles an hour in all parts 


of the city, and providing that owners shall 


pay a license fee of $4, and that no boy or 


. girl under 15 years of age shall be allowed 


to operate a horseless carriage. Cleveland, 
O., has an ordinance limiting the speed to 
fifteen miles an hour, except within a radius 
of three-quarters of a mile from each end of 
the Superior street viaduct, where it must be 


reduced to seven miles an hour. The penalty 


for disobedience is a fine of $25 or $50. - 

In Buffalo speed is limited to eight miles 
an hour, excepting in public parks, where 
it is six. Camden, N. J., permits ten miles 
an hour and Philadelphia is supplied with 


a carefully worded ordinance on the sub- 


ject. The Pittsburg ordinance allows six 


and ten miles an hour within certain speci- 


fied districts. 

Connecticut has been the most liberal of 
any of the eastern states. It allows eight- 
een miles an hour in the rural districts and 
twelve miles am hour in cities and towns, 
and the act fixing this rate of speed says 
that no city, town, or boroughishall have the 
power to make an ordinance altering the 
speed and that all ordinances in effect be- 
fore the adoption of the act are void. In- 


- diana has adopted a law similar to this, ex- 


cept that it provides for a speed of fifteen 
miles in the country and ten in cities. . 

The word “ fatality is linked in the popu- 
lar American mind with the name automo- 
bile.”” Yet the fatalities attending its intro- 


‘duction here have not been nearly so great 


as abroad, considering the number of ma- 


chines in use. 
This differ in favor of the United 


States is because the foreign automobile 


‘generally is a ponderous machine of at least 


twenty horse power, owned and operated by 
wealthy men whose ambition and delight it 
is to lower the record. 

A large proportion of the automobile ac- 


cidents on this side have been due to the 


use of these swift and heavy “ devil wag- 
ons of which there are about 300 in use in 
America. These, however, cannot be ex- 
tensively used far from the cities. 


Dangerous Freak Machine. 


As a matter of fact, owners and drivers of 
automobiles have suffered from accidents 
fully as much as outsiders. William K. 
Vanderbilt Jr., an enthusiast in the sport, 
has had several narrow escapes, and on one 
occasion was within a hair’s breadth of in- 
stantaneous death. Frank H. Benedict was 
killed on Oct. 20 last while running his auto- 
mobile between Tuxedo Park and West 
Point. Bdward R. Thomas, owner of Van- 
derbilt’s racing terror the White Ghost be- 
fore it passed into the hands of John A. 
Drake of Chicago, ran over and killed an 8- 
year-old boy and was forced to pay 83, 128. 
He had many other unpleasant experiences 
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nne the hoodoo machine was in his poses- 
sion. 


The most serious automobile accident in 


this country was that. of May 31 during 


speed tests on Staten Island, when a number 
of ambitious automoblle manufacturers 
sought to lower Henri Fournier’s record of 
51% seconds for a mile. In this smash up 
two persons lost their lives, one being killed 
outright, and five others were injured seri- 
ously by a freak cigar shaped electric 


‘machine weighing 8,100 pounds. The tests 


were held on a public highway which had a 
sharp turn near the finish. Just before com- 
ing to this turn the contestants were com- 
pelted to run across car tracks; which rose 
above the surface ot the road. The freak ”’ 
was going at a frightful rate of speed and 
would probably have reduced the record. 
But when it struck the tracks it sprang into 


the air and got beyond the control of the in- 


ventor in taking the curve a second later, 
swerved sharply from side to side for a 
moment, and them mowed its way into a 
crowd of spectators. Shek 
Scores of other accidents are reported in 
which men, women, and children have been 
killed or badly injured, but restive horses 
perhaps cause more trouble when brought 
into contact with automobiles than any other 
one thing. All these things have led to a 
vast amount of legislation concerning the 
automobile, and practically every state, city, 
town, and village where the automobile ex- 
ists has enacted measures of its own to re- 
strain and govern the use of the “ devil 


wagon.” 
America in the Lead. 


All Europe boasts only half a dozen more 


automobile clubs than does the land of Uncle 


Sam alone. The United States has thirty- 


six, against the following: France, 12; Ger- 


many, 10; Great Britain, 5; Belgium, 5; Aus- 
tria, 3; Italy, 2; Russia, 2; Holland, 1; Spain, 
1; and Switzerland, 1. | 
The oldest American organization is the 
Automobile Club of America, founded on 
June 8, 1898, with thirty charter members, 
with F. F. Chamberlain, one of the earliest. 
automobile enthusiasts on this side, presi- 
dent. The club now has a roster: of more 
alt is estimated that there are now from 
10,000 to 12,000 automobiles of all sorts in 
use in America, of which not more than 500 
are of foreign make. At an average cost of 
$1,000 each there must be at least $10,000,000 
invested in machines, and this total 
is being steadily and rapidly increased, 
In 1898 and 18998 three or four French 
machines were imported. During the fis- 
cal year ending on June 80, 1901, twenty- 
six machines were imported at a value of 
$48,126 and motors to the value of $5,000 more, 
on which a duty of $18,656.70 was paid. Dur- 
ing the next fiscal year, closing on June 30, 
1902, 218 automobiles were imported at all 
the ports of the country, at a total value of 
$506,542, on which 
duty levied by the government. In the first 
half of July eight machines have arrived in 


$227,043.90 was paid in 


New York from France and Germany, valued 25 
at 829.780, and a duty of $13,391 was paid on 


them. 
| 
Few American Exports. 


The number of American made machi 
exported to foreign countries was so smal 
down to 1901 that the customs authorities 
kept no track of them, but during the fiscal. 
y closing June 80, automobiles valued ak 
$817,878 were sent abroad, and during the. 
first month of the fiscal year machines val- 
ued at $116,338 were sent abroad from the 
port of New York alone, so that the total . 
valuation for the twelve months will exceed 
$1,000,000, or double the value of the ma- 
chines imported. 
The manufacture of automobiles has de- 
veloped into one of the thriving industries of . 
the country. 

Before the beginning of the present year 
the nominal capitallzation of the automobile 
manufacturing concerns in the United States 
was from $20,000,000 to 28. 0000, 000. New © 
companies for the manufacture of automo- 
biles, motors, tires, and other automobile 
parts are being organized at the rate of three 
or four a week now. Since Jan. 1 more than 
eighty new companies, have been formed. 


Most of these are in the eastern part of tha: 


country, twenty-six being In New ‘York 
state, nineteen In New Jersey, five in Con- 
necticut, and three each in Maine and Massa-"~ 
chusetts. No companies have been started 
in the extreme’ west, and only one on the

The reign of Solomon formed one of the 
Most important and interesting epochs in 
Ot that period the erec- 
tion of the Fust citadel in which was in- 
closed the temple was one of the most con- 
Bpicuous features. 
It was about 1010 B. C., in the fourth year 
of his reign, and the 490th year after the 
oming out of Egypt of the Israelites, 
Bolomon began to build the temple to Jeho- 
Wah, so long and ardently desired by his 
Warrior father, David. During nearly all of 
Ris occupancy of the throne David had been
